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When her Belly was near full, her Thighs and Legs 
ufed to (well, and grew difcoloured like an approaching 
Gangren ; but both went off after tapping, by the help 
of Fri&ion, and a warm Lotion. 

The Bladder, and adhering p3rt of the Liver, is dry- 
ing, to be fent you by rhe firft opportunity. 

There were four of the Faculty prefent with me, who 
can teftify the truth of this Report. 



IV. A De/cription of the Head of a monftrous Calf. 
In a Letter from the ^e^erend Mr. John Craig, 
Vicar of Gillingham in Dorfecfhire, to Wil- 
liam Burner, EJfc F. % & 

SIR, 

THE ftrangenefs of the following Relation will 
eafily excufe me for troubling you fo foon with 
another Letter. A Butcher did (this Morning) bring & 
me in the Head of a Calf (which he had taken out " lgt * 
of a Cows Belly.) The Upper Jaw was divided into 
two halfs, as far as to the Dura Mater : Each half had 
a diftind Eye and Noftril : And the Under Jaw was bene 
round fo entirely, thn it lay exa&ly between the two 
halfs of the Upper Jaw, making the Tongue lye upon 
the Forehead, about two [nches above the Teeth of 
tie Under Jaw, and in the Fiffure of the Upper Jaw; 
This Preternatural Divifion of the Upper Jaw was not 
covered with Hair, but with a Cutis of a florid Colour. 
The Calf was come to its full time, and made great 
ftruslings when the Butcher knock'd the Cow on the 
Head $ which by fome Symptoms they judg'd would 

have 
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have dy'd in the Calving. It was fo large a Calf, that 
an old experienc'd Butcher fays, that he never faw but 
one fo large at Calving : The Legs and Feet were as big 
as an ordinary Caif of 6 Weeks old. If the Butcher had 
had the Senfe to have opened the Cow immediately up- 
on killing her, in all probability the Calf might have 
been faved alive. I have charged him, when he has 
done mowing it about, to let me have the opening of 
the Head, and then you (hall have fuch an account of 
the Brain, as my little Skill in Anatomy will afford.

P. S. I had almoft forgotten to tell you, that a full 
Week before the Cow was killed (upon apprehending 
that me had a Dropfy) the Butcher cut a Hole in her 
Belly a little above the Udder, and thruft in his Hand ^ 
but finding nothing extraordinary, fowed up the Hole, 
add the Cow eat her Hay, and was as well as before. 

March 26. This Afternoon the Butcher brought in the 
Calfs Head to me 5 and after we had cut the Skin (for 
there was no Cranium) that was expanded over the 
fore-part of the Cavity containing the Brains, I was 
furpriz'd to find, that there was very little Brains in it ; 
I am fure not fo much as in a Rabbit: The whole Ca- 
vity is not big enough to hold an ordinary Walnut. 
This to me is the moffc furprizing Phenomenon of this 
monftrous Head. The Butcher thrufting his Finger rafh- 
ly in, fporlt any Obfervation I could have made upon 
the Brains. I have made him cut all the Flelh off, and 
hung up the Bones in their natural Pofition, &c. 
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
